their birth or beginning,ſecondly rheir growth, 
 orencreaſtag, thirdly the cenſure of the Church 
vpon them : Their firſt beginning was about the 
ycare of our Lord 254 occaſtoned thus : In the 
timeof the 10. Perſecutions which followed in 
the next ſucceeding times after Chriſts aſcenſi6, 
diuers Chriſtians who had formerly receiued, 
and profeſſed the faith, partly through fear of; 
cruell torments, and partly through the perſwa- | 
flue allurements of the rormentors, but chiefly 
through their owne infirmiticand weaknes, re- 
| nounced the profeſſion.of Chriſtianitie, denied | 
-: Chriſt,and the faith,which before they had pro- 
; teſſed and maintayned:ſome of theſe vpona ſeri- 
ous con(1deration ofthis their fearefull fall,being 
| ſmitten with godly ſorrow, and throughly hum- | 
bled for their grieuous offence, giuing alſo ſome 
good teſtimonie of their heartic repentance,de- 
{tred to bee recciued againe, into the boſome of | 
| the 
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the Church :the Puritanes ſtiflie,and obſtinately 
held that ſuch ſhould nor-beagaine recciued, but 
for euer wholly debarred, from re-entrie into 
'the Church, and communion of Saints, as 
| though their were no. hope} of ſaluation left 

| them, thoughthey accompliſhed all that apper- 

rained totrueconyerton:tor fo Euſebius ſaith of 
'-Nowatus , thathe taok away all hope of [aluation, from: 

| them, though they did worthily repent. Nauatus and 

| Nonatianie, (together with Mearns, who: in the 

| Citie of Alexandria: did: Rifflie: defend that ) 

were the Hereftarehe , | the- ringleaders to this 

hzrelie : for whenas Cornelixe Biſhop of Rome 

receiued into communion,afterrepentance,the 

faithfull that had fallen from the Church;and 

facrificed vato Idolls, inthe perſecution-vnder 

Decivs the Emperour, Nowatus.a pricſt of Rome 

oppoſed it, and defended that fuchihad'icom- | 
mitted a ſinne vnto death, and therefore were 
not to bee admitted, into communion :of the 
Church : after ſtrife between them,” Nonatus at 
length made a ſchiſme, and ſeperated himlſelfe 
from the Church, and through obſtinaciefel in- 
to hereſie : vato whom alſo Nouatieums ioyned 
himſelfe, and fromtheſe theſe@rhar followed 
| them , were firſt called Nowatians. 

This ſchiſme vvas no ſooner made, and 
herefie ſowne, bur preſently it' tooke roote, 
and ſpred further, as things of this natureare 
very apt to do, to growe too faſt, ( like ſtin- 
king weeds that grow faſter then wholeſome 
| A2 and 
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and ſweet herbes ) for they growe in a ranker 
foile of corrupt nature : For the cffeting hereof 
Nozatus vied yerie wicked,and fraudulent means, 


by drawing followers after him:for whereas firſt 
| hee had proteſted with fearefull oathes that hee 
| neucr defireda Biſhoprick,yet by craftic and for- 
ged traineshe entiſed three Biſhops our ofa cor- 
ner of Italic, playne, and fimple men, ( as the hi- 
ſtoric reporteth ) to come'vnto him z who bein 


ſtrained to lay their hands on him, and to make 
him Biſhop. Hee vſcdalſo as impious a pranke,to 
drawethe common people to him:for when hee 
was to adminiſter rhe Sacrament of the Lords 
| Supper to them, before. hee would deliucr it 
into their hands, hee would make them ſweare 
that they would not forſake him,to ioynie to Cor- 
pelizs : partly by theſe his fleights, and partly by 


_ þthecorruption of mans nature, which is ſwift ro 


catch vp errour, hee did enlarge his hereſtc,inſo- 
much as diuers biſhops were poiſon'd therwith: 
s asthoſe Nouatian Biſhops that mett in counſel 
at Pazum,an obſcure village, about the keeping 

of Eaſter,after themanner of the Iewes,contraty 
to the decree of the Nicene councell, Heehus 
alſo Bſhopof Conſtantinople, and * 4/clepiades, 
and Aeefins, who by the Emperour Conſtantine 
| his command, appeared atthe councell of Nice, 
| whomthe emperour, both wittilie, and ſharplie 
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both by drawing honour vpon himſelfe , as allo | 


encloſed with leud perſons, &being themaſclues | 
ſomewhat tiplie, and well crommed , were con- | 


repre- 
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repreher ded,ſoying. Prouide thee a ladder Arcefars, 
| and clinzb wp to heanen alone. Nor were thele onely 
 guiltie of this ſchiſmeand tainted with this vn- 
| | wholſome doarine of Nou1tws, but of the com- 
mon people farr more : which ſet out ofa ſcorn- 
| {full contempr of others, and Fvelling proud con- 
 ccitednes of themſelues, * calledthemſclues by 
{the name of «#8xeo , that is in engliſh, Purt- 
tanes : who falling from one thing toanother(as 
frhey which begin to fall from the truth, falla 
[maine ) held a ſtate of perfection inthis life, and 
[thatthe life ofa inſtman, is to be made vp, with- 
| out fin, ſpot, or wrinkle, or elſethatthe Church 
could not bee made vp of them: and boaſted of 
[themſclucs that they were pure. Where-vpon 
'* one faith, Thou dareſt Nouatian call thy ſelte 
pur e,whereas though thou wert ſo, yet in ſo ſay-! 
ing thou ſhouldſt becomeim pure. Further,they 
acknowledge no other meanes to reconcile men 
to God, in the Church, but Baptiſme : they 
bragged much of their merits, & esloried much 
.of the worthines of their works ; and vnder pre- 
'tence of being more holy then others, * allowed 
not of fecond mariages, nordid: 2dmit a any into 
their clergie, thathad behetwiſe maried: 

Thus wee have ſeen, both the birth, and 
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| thodox fathers\ypon them} which was partly., 

; vpor+ the perfots' of theſe hereticks;/ and partly. 
| pon their dcAtine: as for cheirperſons,Cornelius 
A3 _ Biſhop | 
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, growth ofthisſchiſine, andherefic+ it followes | 
| next ro ſhewthe cenſure of the Church and or- | 
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Biſhop of Rome, (mentioned before) and Cy- 
prian, who liued inthe time of the ſpringing vp 
of this fchiſme, and ſaw to their griefe the birth 


' thereof, do decypher the authors of the ſame, | 


bu: Cyprian eſpecially doth paint them forth in 
their colours : hee faith of Newatre, * thathe was 


alwaies deſirous of nouelties, onſatiablie couetons in r4- 
| uening furious, blowne Vp with arrogancie,and amaſe- 
ment of ſwelling pride, of no account among the Biſhops 
there, condemned as an heretick, and perfidions perſon 
by the woice of all good Priefts, inqui/itiue into men that 
he mioht betraie them, and fawnirg wvpon them, that 
hee might deceine them , neuer faithfull in his loue, 
4 verie firebrand.o kindle diſcord,e ſtorme and tempeſt 
to make ſhipwrack of faith an aduerſarie to quietnes, an 
enemie topeace:And fowle things he writes of him 
after, inthe ſame Epiſtle, as his vnnaturalnes to 
his owne Father , who was ſtarued to death, and 
henotſo much as buried him: alſo the murde- 
dering of his wiues birth &c. 


Of Nouatianu heſaith, that hisrowng ceaſed wot to | 


prate, to the corrupting of the brethren , caſting forth 
dartes of poyſoned eloquence , that hee was 4 runaway 
from the Charch,an enimie of mercy,an oerthrower of 
repentance, 4 Dottour of pride, a corrupter of truth, a 


de/iroyer of charitie. 

Their hereſie was codemned firſt by * a ſynod 
of Biſhops at Rome, afterward by the firſt gene- 
rall councell held at Nice, and by thoſe three that 


| followed,vz.of Coſtantinopole, Epheſus ,8 Calchedo 


| (all which confirmed the as ofthe Aicen coun- 


| | cell 
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cell ) as alſo by that of Laogicea, wherein it was 
decreed, thatnone who had been ſtained with 
the Newatias hereſie ſhould bee receiued, before 
hee had abiured it : Dinerſe of the Fathers alſo 
haue vehemently oppoſed them, &their hereſie: 
beſide thoſeT haue named betore, Dioniſuus Alex- 
andrinus carneltly retuted them , and Lactantins 
ſaith plainely, f they be called Nouatians,ghey are no 
longer Chriſtians. 

T hus it doth ſufficiently appeare vnto vs, that 
the Puritanes were antient heretickes, which was 
the firſt aſſertion propounded : the fecond fol- 
lowes to be proued,namely that the Papiſts are 
ſuch Puritanes, which I doubt not playnely to 
demonſtratc,to thoſe that will with an indifferent 
cie,withoutal preiudices look vpon them wel,& 
compare them together : onely inthe firſtplace 
premoniſhing the reader of a diueliſh policie of 
falſe hearted Papiſts, who deal with vs, as thieucs 
deale with true men, by the high way fide, who 
hauing rifled them, and taken away their mony, 
run away crying ſtop theefe(when they themſelues 
arethe theeues)that ſo they may make the better 
eſcape: cuen ſo the Papiſts crie out againſt vs,that 
weare hereticks, ſchiſmaticks, Puritanes,& what 
rot ? Andall isthat ſo rhey may the more ſlilie 
gocaway & decline the opprobrious ſtile, which 
they know themſeluesthe beſt deferuers of, and 
indecd ſo well worthy of as that wee ſhould do 
them open wrong, if wee ſhould take it from 
them : being in this reſped like a ſpurious ſeed 
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| reſpects, as one egge is likeanother : age ls 
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of illegitimates,who areaſhamed to be called by 
their Fathers names, becauſe they were known 
to be fuch vile perſons. But tocome tothe point: 
chat I may the more clearly demonſtrate the Pa- 
piſts to bee Puritans, firſt I will ſhewe the very 
neere reſemblance, berwcene the breeders the 
fathers of them both, ſecondly berweene their 
followers, thirdly betweene the vnclean iſſues 
of falſe doctrine, procreated, and maintained by 
them. 

For the firſt, namely the fathers of the Papiſts 
and the Puritancs, they ſeem to be alike in two

in regard of a falſe pretended title of holineſs 
alumed by them, when as there is no{uch matter 
in them : theprher is in regard of vſing wicked 
arts, and aſpiring meanes to attayne vnto theii 


the old Puritanes , would needs bee called, and 
| accounted pure,and holy,though they werebut 
| hereticks, and very lewd, and vicious of life, as 
Cyprian hath reported of them: euen ſoth& Popes 
the fathers of theſe new Puritanes, * whereas they 
are moZ7 impure of ail,they will notwithſtanding bee cal- 
led mo## bely, they muſt needs bee ſtiled holy ta- 
thers, Chriſts vicars, heads of the Church, ſuch 
as cannot erre,&c,though they are indeed,plaine 
hereticks, very impure, and vnholy, yca fome of 
them haue been as vile monſters, ang vnclean 
beaſts as euer liued. Plating calles ſoxic of them 
monſlers and ſtrange creatures: yea t ities 
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| dignities. Nozatus, and Noudtianus,the fathers ol | 


ſome things of this kind. Bernard(as it is well 
 knowne ) who liued about 5 00., yeares agoe, 
 complaineth much of thepride, andtyrannie of 

_ | the Popes of histime-: hee dorhnor ſtickto call 
them deceiners, defrauders, raueners;' traitors, dark- 
wes of the world, wolues, Pilats, Denills :'yee are cal- 
led Biſhops ( ſaith hee ) but jou are raueners. Alber- 


forthe moſt part are theeues, and murtherers. But to 
inflance in ſome particulars, it is notoriouſly 
| knowne,that a Pope Jobnthe 13. was avile mon- 
| ſter in life, committing- inceſt with both his 
ſiſters, and fathers concubine, Stephana: he was 
a gameſter; and playing ar dice did call for the 
 deuill :ohelp, and would drinkto thedeuill:hee 
was a! ex:ortioner, periured, a murderer, and 
repleat with abhominable vices, at length was 


wounded to death being taken in the Act of a- 

dulterie. . 6 Pope Sylueſter the 2. was a con- 
- turer - e ſo was BenedicF the ninth , and wrought 
by cnchantments. d Hildebrand, that firebrand of 
hel,called Gregorie the ſcau@th,was a filthy beaſt, 
giuen to all diabolicall practices, and deutliſh 
arts ; coniuring , charmes, filthy ſorceries , and 
whatnot 2 this was he that threw the Sacrament 
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were ſo great and groſle, that * men of their.| %52D

' owne {ide, could not withhould their pen, from | nam dh 
pointing out their filrhines, and odious doings, | Patauinus.of 


Thefethines are ſo plainlie demonſtrated, by fo | 


many in theſe dayes, thar ir will: bee ſufficient | 
for mee onely to name, and that verie breeflic, | 
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tus Magnus faith, They that now gouern the Church 
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' rane councell) was branded with this black mark 
| Non eft Innocentius imo nocens Vere, He is not Tanocent | 
| but very nocent. Innocent the 4, was proucd by 
| Grofted Biſhop of Lincolne, to bee an heretick, | 


' Antichriſt, guiltie of auarice,vſurie,and other de- | 


| teſtable enormities. Of him,and his Court, were | 


' made theſe verſes, | 
Eius auaritie totus non [ufficit orbis : 
Eitud luxurie meretrix non ſufficit omni. 
All the world cannot ſuffice their greedy aua- 
| ritious mind, 
; Nor all thedrabbs, and naughty packs, their 
| filthy luſting kind. 

Heere by the way ſtay a little, and ſee aſtrange 
fight indeed, as hurtfull 1znocents, and curſed 
Benedid#s and impiqus Pinſ/es as cuer were fitting 
inthe holie Sea. But to proceed, Pope Beviface 
the 8. wasaccuſed to be atheef, a rabber, rooted : 
in all vnſpeakeable ſinnes, and was called the $8. 
Ners. Ot Clement the y. it is written,that hee was 
an open whore-maſter : and from that time for- 


intothe fire: /nnocent the 3. (who held rhe Late- | 
| 


ward, three rootes of vices, pride, auarice, and 
luxurte, mightilie prevailed. Pope Jobs the 22. 
denied the immortalitie of the ſoule, What Bexe- 
art the 12, was, his Epitaph will tell you. 

Hic ſitnseſt Nero, laicis mars, wiveraclero, 

Deuius a vero,cupa repleta mere. 
Here lies Nero,a plague tothe Laitic, a viper 
tothe Clergic, 

No friend to the truth, but a drunken ſott. 
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Pope Greporie the 12. was openly periured : 
Pope Jehnthe 23.was depoſed by the councel of 
Conſtance , after 40. grieuous crimes, Jaid to his 
charge, & proucd that he wasan heretick, Simo- 
niack, alyer, an hypocrit, a murderer, inchanter, 
dice plater, adulterer, Sodomite &c. The coun- 
cell of Bafill condemned Pope Engenizs fora no- 
torious ſcandalizer of the Church,a Simoniacke, 
periured, incorrigible , a ſchifmatick, and one 
fallen from the faith, a willfull heretick. Pope 
Sixtus the 4. builded in Rome ſtewes for-both 
kinds,grantcd his Cardinalls vſe of Sodomie for 
three hot months, hee was a very monſter of na- 
ture. LAerippa ſaith of him, that among all the 
Baudes of theſe later daies, he ſurmounted all 
other,and the ſame witneſſed his Epitaph. 

Gaude _=_ Nero, wincit tecrimine Sixtus; 

Hic ſcelus omne ſimul clanditur et vitium. 
| Thow' Aeroof old maiſt now retoice, Pope 
Sixtus thee exceeds. 
Within thisplace lies here encloſed, all vice, 
and wicked deeds. 

Talizs the ſecond ſd farr exceeded in iniquitie, 

that his owne friends ſaid of him, that hee was 
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| more giuento * warr,then to Chriſt : in his rage 


and furie, he caſt Saint Perterskeyes ( as they call 
them ) into Tyber. Leo the tenth, counted Scrip- 
ture, as a fable. Pagxl the third was a prophane 
ſcoffer of Chriſt, (as was Les) and was wounded 
in bed, with his couſen Laure Farneſia, by her 
husband: he lay with his owne daughter Conſtan- 
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tia,8& poylon'd her ausband,&lay with his owne 
ſiſter, and after poyſoned both her,and his owne 
Mother. 4s the ihird was an open Sodomite, 
& horribleblaſphemer : being forbidden porkes 
| fleſh by the Phytician (becaule of his goute)braſt 


| out into blaſphemous ſpeech notto bee vttercd: 


; waring is cold peacock asa feruice at his table, 
ſaid moſt AtiEiſtically, if God were {0 angrie for an 
apple , why may nat 1 for.a peacock, which is a greater 
matter? I could bealmoſt infinire in reckoning vp 
the foule abominations, of theſe holy fathers the 
Popes: but thcſe may ſuffice, ro giue ataſie z and 
indeede here is enough, vnleſle it were more ſa- 
uvouric ſtuffe : nowit wetakeaviewe-of their vn- 
ſatiable couetouſnes, raucnous oppreſlions in 
polling and pilling,intollerable arrogancic, inſo- 
lent pride,hereſics,perfidiouſnes, flatteries, con- 
tentious diſpoſitions, their loue of warghatred of 
peace,vnnaturalnes, murderinemindes & hands; 
rheirbeaſtlineſs, apoſtaſte from the true Church 
and ſound dodtrine,their enmirie to mercie, cor- 
rupting oftruth , and ina word their vnaniwera- 
blevnholines of life to their arrogated holines, 
and glorioustile ; one readingthe deſcriptions, 
which Cyprian makes of Nowatzs , and Noudtzanrts, 
would think that tie purpoſely ſpake of thnePopes 
of Rome, they are {o verie like thoſe their great 
grandficrs, the farheis of the Puritanes, ncither 
can I ſay vnt@ them, as Chriſt ſaid vnto the mur- 
| dering [ewes, Fulfill ye alſs the meaſare of your fa- 
| thers ;for they donot onely fo, butin this onely 
| they 
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| render his Papacic : of which Boniface it was

The ſecond thing wherin the Popes of Rome | 
reſemble thefathers of the old Puritanes,” is in

tage : It is notorioufly knowne how Pope Zoſa- 
mus fallified and corrupted the conncell of Nice 
for theambitious clayme of goterament: which 
forgeric of his was ſifted out by theſtxtcouncel] 
of Carthage anno 420. wherein were afſembled 
217. Biſhops. Platina ſaith that Boniface the third 
obtained of Phacas the Emperor, * not wvithout 
much adoe to be called vniuerſfalt Biſhop, this was 
an ambitious aſpiring. Pope Sylueſter the ſecond 
was made Pope by Necromancte, and in recom- 
penſe promiſed himſelfe,ſoule, and body to the 
dinel : Boniface the eight came in bya coulning | 
fleighr.ſpcaking ina reed thro eh the wal,to his 
ddecefite Celeitine , admoniſhing him, ( as 
tho! "gh, it had. been a voice from heauen ) to fir 


inſtly fayd , tat he came in like a foxe , hee ruled 


likes wolfe, be died likea dog ; which may bee veri- | 
hed forthe moſt part oenerally of the Popes oi 
Rome : 1hathe 22. choſe WAYS Pope after

Alexander the fixt was Pope by compact with

Neither isthis to be acc6pted as an old faſhi- 
onamong them, now long fince growen out of 
vie; but euen now in this tottering and reeling 
ſtareof the Roman Sea, is as freſhly practiſed, or 
more then in formertimes (irbeing like a canker 
that ſpreads further, when thetree decaics ) wit- 
nes the Supplicator * ro the Emperor,anno 1612 
tor calling of a councell againſt Pope Paulus 
Lnintus: wherein he proues that theſe laſt Popes 
of all haue been intruders ypon the Papacie, and 
not without the black Art,of fraud and Simonie. 
There « no man doubts ( ſaith he ) that Sixtus the F. 
was choſen by Simonie,and ſaith it is notorious : and 
that Cleme: the 8. cannotbe truly called Pope, 
becauſe he waseleited by fraud : hee proues ſuccel-

| they were the onely Church , whereas indeed

| wold betoo long to ſhew particularly. Who can 
; now doubt that Papiſts are blaſphemers But fur 
 thcralſo the Teſuited Papiſtsare traitors by their 
 religion:I ſay by theirreligion at leaſt, wheras the 
religion profeſſed by them, gives them warrant 
| hereto; teaching , that as the Pope can do all 
|things,ſo can hee free ſubiecs from their alle- 
glance and ſubjeRion vnto theirlawfull Prince: 
andnumbers of them alſo proue actual traitours; 
witneſſe England, which can inſtance in more 
conſpiratours, of the number of Romiſh-Catho- 
| licks, then of anie other ſe beſides : and who 
werethe plotters of that moſt barbarous Gaypow- 
| der treaſon 7 were they anie otherthenthe good 
| Roman-Catholicks 2 They are alſo guiltie of 
fhlthie whordomes,when as the Romiſh Church 
| giueth a publick,& open toleratis of theſtewes; 
| wherein whordome is practiſed as daily and 
* | commonly, as other civile, and lawtfull actions, 
| and rent paied thereof tothe Pope, toward the 
| maintaining of his Holines : and though that 
| Prieſts may not haue lawfull wiues , yet whores 
| they may. They are no leſſe guiltie of wiltull 
| murders, for as much as they allowe diuerſc 
| ſorts of Sanctuaries, as Churches,church-yards, 
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Biſhops houſcs, 8c. as places of refuge for ſuch 
capitall offenders, vato which if they flee, 
and ſcttle themſelves, they cannot, nor may 
not, bec perſecured by cour! + of Tuſtice. Bur, to 
conclude this voint, where ſhall you finde a Pa- 
 piſt that is indeed conſtantly careful to leada ho- 
| ly and conſcionable life, and nor rather giuento 
| lewdandlooſ living? Such aone might bee ac- 
| counted 7474 aus, a black Swan. But, two c6mon 
i fins I will name, which (as I obſerue ) you may 
| ſee them, generally,toliuc & abound in, namely 
cuſtomarie vaine ſwearing, and prophane Sab- 
bath-breaking : thus then it is manifeſt, that 
theſe Roman-Catholickes do match at lealt the 
old Purifanes in this point alſo, in ſhrowding

all the Churches, Hoſpitails, and auncient Colledees in 
| Chriſten- 
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Chriftendome, endowed themr with lungs jnſtituted the 
wniuer ſities and [eminaries, diſtinguiſhed the maltitud: 
into Pariſhes, proportiond the Tythes,aunexed the plebe- 
lands , founded the Biſhopricks, limited the Diwceſſes, 
| derreedEcclefiaſticall lawes ind immunities,enatted all 
the old lawes of the Realme , and did, ( becauſe they 
would not bee vacant without fruit) 4 thouſind 'cood 
works beſides. T hefe are their owe wordes:where- 
ro is ar{ivered well,nor men of the Popiſh, but of the 
Chrii1ian religion did the/e or moſt of theſe things. 
| And in another place, they ooaſt , that they of 
theirreligion were Patrons of Charches, aid Coun- 
tries , conuertersof nations to Chriſttanitie, Perſonaves 
of bath [exes memorab/e for holines, for renounting 
| | cheworld for mortifying their appetrtes,, for ſurren- 
art" g their wills, and for any other excellent, and true 
vortze, Now it they had dealrplainely and cruely, 
"and-put in all, as ther falſe rreacheries,bloudy 
maſſacres, horrible murders, theirracking,hang- 
| [ing, burning, and cruell perfecuting of Gods 
| Saints, their diveliſh xquinocations , * falſe co- 
uenant-breakings, lyes and flaunders ,' periurics, 
treaſons & gun-powder-plots, cum mntasalifs g+e. 
ad infiritum , with ten thouſand ſuch good works 
beſides, that ſo wee mighr haue takenaview of 
them all together; it would have been better H- 
1] - | ked, and then I ſhauldhavethoughtthem not al- | 
| together paſt honeſty, though paſt grace: inthe | 
| ' meane timethey remaine to bee reputed Purita- ! 
| nicall boaſters of their workes. Who fo great ' 
crakers of good workes as they ? and yet who | 
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© | the Latine and Greeke tongues, that heauen isno 


| ching, that they by their faſtings, vowes, prayers, 
 almeſ-deeds and other pious workes , do fatisfic 
| the iuſtice of God fortheirſinnes, as touching 
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more barren of good works then they * nay,who 
more fruitfull in cuill workes ? as I haue partly 
rouched alrcady. | 

As toucking the merit or worthineſs of their 
good workes, th&y boaſt thereof both impiouſly 
and intollerably, whiles they affirme thar there is 
ſuch a dignity and excellency in them, as that 
thereby they deſerue cucrlaſting lite, for thoſe 
that arethe doers of them : whereupon the Rhe- 
miſts would proue from the name of * reward, in 


other: then very wages and hirc due for their 
works : andthe *Councell of Trent pronounceth 
him accurſcd, whoſocuer ſhall aftirme, that a man 
iuſtited , doth not by his good works truely de- 
ſerue cternall life : hence alſo loweth that pot- 
{oned_ ſtreame of their owne ſatisfations, auou- 


the temporall puniſhment thereof: and the ſame 
Councell of Trent thunders out _dmathems a- 
gainſt whoſocuer ſhall ſay any otherwiſe, Thus 
they make a cloſure with Chriſt, and will not be 
bcholding to him forall, but will do ſome ſuch 
workes them ſclues, as ſhall be of infinite value, 
able to counteruaile the infinite offence done to 
the diuine TIuſtice by thcir ſinnes , their almes, 
prayers, faſtiags, maſſes, pilgrimages &c. allare 


meritorious.

requireth,and this they call profitable perfection, 

| Astouching freedotne from inne, they hold 


| not onely a freedome from the bondage, and ty- | 


' rannie of finne, ( which all the regenerate par- 
take of in this lite, ard which we acknowledge 

with them ) but further , they contend for, and 
defend,a perfe&cleerivg, and freedome from all 
| ſpor, and pollution, both of originall finne, 
| and actuall ( as touching the inherence there- 
| of )inſundrie caſes, and at. many times, euen 
while they liue heer, as may appeare' by theſe 
| particulars : The councellof Trent decreeth,that 
 originall finne doth not at all remaine , in thoſe that 
are baptiſed,but that it is whollie taken away, and abo- 
liſhed,and al that whatſoener, which hath the confide- 
ratios of ſinne: ſo that if the partie baptiſed depart 
this life before the committing of any actuall 
ſinne afterward ( for till then heis pure ) hee de-

eſtate of pure perfection, till ſuch time as hee | 
' hath committed ſom new actuali ſinne, and ſo 
polluted himſelfe againe. And howlocuer Saint 
Joby tells vs, that If wee ſay wee haue no ſinne, voce 

deceine our ſelues and the trath i not in ys ;* yet they 
tell vs, that wee muſt not vnderſtand it of in- 
' fants, but offuch asare cometo yeares, and ripe- 
| nes of age: yea and that theſe alſo,that are grown 
men, are verie often without finne in this life : as 
| whenthey arcafleep., and when concupiſcence 
lyes quiet and ſtirs not in them z or-it when it 
doth ſtir at anic time, itbee reſiſted by them, ſo 
thar irdo not draw the conſent of their will vnto | 
it : inal theſe and thelike cafes,they fay tharthe- 
| regenerate are without ſtnne, Andtheforeſaid | 
| Councell proceeds yet further, and avoucheth 
that there is nothing in the regenerate, which God doth 
hate,(thereforenoſinne ſure,for * that he haterh) 
Emt they are innocent, without (pot, pure and blameleſſe, 
theſe aretheir owne words, Lo heernow you 
fee right Puritanes indeed, their owne toungs 
bewray them, and makethem knowenwhat they 
| are, herethey ſhew themſclues indeed in their 
| colours. Whonow can be fo blind, as not to ſee 
| that theſeare Puritanes in graine, and dipt in the 


deepeſt : 
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deepeſtdic 2 And yet withall it is to bee obſer- 
ued, concerning this point of baptiſme, that in 
this matter , they go againſt their owne ſchool- 
men:for the Maſter of the Sentences determines 
both that concupiſcence is-originall finne, as alſo 
that originallfinne remaincs after baptiſmae, be- 
ing onely cxtenuated, and the guilt thereof abo- 


liſhed : but theſemen rthinke they may doe any 
thing, that ſothey may demonſtrate theſclues to 


be Puritans;and for our parts wee are content, let 
th:m do ſo till : now,rcieRing the ſcholemen in 
this point, they ſay that bapty/me doth take away all 
the fault of ſinne , originall, mortall and veniall, and re- 
ftoreth the ſoule to the firſt innocencie ſo that if the party 
baptiſed dre in that eftate, hee doth immediately go to 
beanen, 45 being without all ſinne. 

Secondly they hold that a-wan may live, allthe 
daesof bus life, without any mortall ſinne : and as for 
veniallſinns whereas they teach, that they deſerue 
* pardon, therein they make them no inns at all, 
for no ſinne deſerues pardon, but puniſhment;the 
wages of finne is death, (as faith the Apoſtle ) : and 
they confeſſe,themſclues,that alittle lightaſper- 
ſion with holywater,or ſome ſuch ſlight remedy, 
will ſerue verie ſufficiently to do away veniall 
ſinns quite and cleane. 

Thirdly they teach that neither the Pope (as 
hee is Pope) noryet their Church can erre, not 
onely in matters of faith, & points fundamentall 
(which might ſeem ſomewhat more tolerable,

Which that we may the bettcr vnderſtad, 
wee are to knowe, they hold *a double perfecti- 
on: the one they call perfect:on of the Countrie,and 
thatis onely in heauen , the other they cal! per- 
fetion of the way tothe countric , which they ſay 
is attained to inthis life : and this alſo is by them 
affirmed to be double, the one is of neceſſitie to 
{aluation, (whereto-all ſtand bound, and with- 
out which they cannot be ſaucd)thar is petfely 
to keepethe lawe, according tothat of our Saui- 
our, Thos ſhalt loue the Lord thy Ged, with allthy 
heart with allthy ſoule,and with all thy mind, and thy 

neighbour as thy ſelfe : the other is perfection of 
ſupercrogation,when they go beyond the law,& 
do' more good works then the lawe of God re- 
quireth of them: both-thelſe kinds of perteRior, 
they conſtantly aftirme to beeattaincd to in this 
lite ; the one muſt, the other may.

God? to refraine from wilfull, groſſe diſhono- 
ring of God ? todo the ſamethat wee profeſle, 
and*haue vowed to God in our baptiſme'to 
do: Werein do theſe kind of menireſemble

becauſe they are.not vicious. of lite, they arc 
thus vpbraided by profane perſons;not in hol- 
ding a ſtate of perfection in this life, forthey a- 
boue all others, firoma ſenſe and 1ight of, their 
ſinfulnes,& vnworthineſs, do moſt complain 
thereof, and bewayle their finns both vnto 
God, and men, acknowledging themſelucs to 
be gricuous finners : whereinthen do they de- 
ſerue to bee thus called ? ſurely it cannot bee 
ſhewed wherein. And what is more abſurd 
then toſtile them Puritanes, who are of all 0- 
thers moſt oppoſite vnto them as if they bee 
compared together may cuidently appeare' in 
cucrie particular, Let men therefore ceaſe thus 
wrongtully to reproach them that deſerue 
itnot : for to tearme them Puritanes,is to call 
the hereticks,or ſchiſmaticks ar leaſt,or worle , 
whereas it is apparant they axe neither. Not 
hereticks, forthey-profeſſethedoQrine of our 
Church : nat ſchiſmatieks /forthey keep the 
vnitic of the Church; condemning thoſe that 
ſeparate , and forſake it,or ſpcake euill of her 
gouernment.-Let"men ceafe xo reuile them, 
whoſe care is to-liue together: as brethren, in 
the profeſſion : of religion and vnitie of the 
Church : for this 1s that which the cunning 
Papiſts dodeſire and-retoyceto ſee; * adding 
what fewcll they canto this fire, that ſothey 
may the more lily ſteale away, and leſle
